It wasn’t pretty at times, 
but the new-look Long Beach 
State men’s basketball. team 
was able to grind out a sea- 
son-opening win in front of 
5,501 49er. faithfuls at the 
Walter Pyramid on Saturday. 

The Beach (1-0) celebrated 
homecoming by defeating 
North Alabama, 75-65 behind 
a balanced scoring attack. 
The crowd was the second-, 
largest in Pyramid history, 
just behind last season’s con- 
test against Big West Confer- 
ence rival Cal State Fullerton 
(5,649). : 
. The two. teams. combined 
‘for 49° turnovers: “(26™ by 
*LBSU) and were clearly try- 
ing to simply get a feel for one 
another throughout the game.

_ The Beach Was an abysmal 15 
out of 26 (57.7 percent) shoot- 
ing performance from the 
free-throw line. 

James Ennis paced The 
Beach with 19 points to go 
along with six rebounds, two 
steals and an assist. The senior 
guard matched his career-high . 
in scoring and punctuated the 
effort with a breakaway, one- 
handed slam dunk which sent 

_ the crowd intoa frenzy. 

_ Ennis said the win was 
important for a team that is © 
trying to come together as a 
group and become more com- 
fortable with one another. 

“Staying together, not go- 
ing ‘off and everyone doing

- day,” he said. “Being vocal 
felt good.”

2012’s tuition hike 
are made possible by 
Prop. 30’s passage.

Proposition 30’s passage has tem- 
porarily stabilized declining state sup- 
port for the Cal State University sys- 
tem and allowed Cal State Long Beach 
to do what some students thought to be 
unthinkable — reduce tuition. 

With the fee refunds, rescissions 
and reductions that Prop. -30’s pas- 
sage instigatéd, students may pay 
up to $498 less for next semester’s 
tuition, according to CSULB Vice 
President of Administration and Fi- 
nance Mary Stephens. 

An education trailer bill passed 
in June by the state legislature ar- 
ranged for a tuition buyout deal for 
California universities, which re- 
quired that the CSU roll back its 9 
percent tuition increase for this fall 
in exchange for an additional $125 
million in state funding in 2013-14. 
In August, the CSU decided to take 
the deal should Prop. 30 pass. 

Now, with the proposition’s passage, 
CSULB will refund $498 to students 
to make up for the 9 percent tuition in- 
crease. The disbursement of the funds 
will be split into two payments of $249,

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New club team tries to make a splash

Cal State Long Beach’s new Water 
Polo Club is trying to go with the flow 
— but they need to get ini the water first. 


The Water Polo Club, which already 
has more than 20 male students partici- 
pating, has been added to the list of club 
sports at CSULB. Sophomore business 
major Jordan Lisnock and Associated Stu- 
dents Inc. Senator-at-Large Manuel Nieto 
are trying to get the club ready for spring. 

Lisnock said he came up with the 
idea to start a water polo club at CSULB 
when he noticed there was not a team 
club for students. He said the club is for 
everyone, including those who played 
in high school but-do not want to play 
competitively in college. 

Those who are playing competitively, 
however, are'on the NCAA Division. I 


Long Beach State water polo team. How- 
ever, according to Nieto, it is hard for an 
average person to be part of that team. 

“There is nowhere to play just to have 
fun, maybe compete outside the school 
once ina while,” Nieto said. “So that’s why 
Jordan [Lisnock] wanted to start a club.” 

One of the biggest differences be- 
tween the water polo club team and 
Long Beach State’s NCAA Division I 
team is that it is less competitive, ac- 
cording to Lisnock. 

“The coaching and practice is less 
intense,” Lisnock said. “It is more of a 
relaxed condition than the actual team. 
It would be more chill.” 


Lisnock and Nieto have been work- 
ing on getting the club started for more 
than five weeks. According to Nieto, 
four of those weeks were spent on wait- 
ing for pool time approval. 

“We are already recognized by Stu- 
dent Life & Development and the kine- 
siology [department] as a club,” Lisnock 
said. “We just don’t have anywhere to 
practice, and we are at this point where 
we are trying to get approval for pool 
time, and that is a hard process.” 

Nieto said that the club is still wait- 
ing for pool time because the water 
polo team is in the middle of its season 
and needs the pool for practice.

“All [the club asks] for is two, three 
hours a week, and I don’t see the prob- 
lem,” Nieto said. “That’s why I met 
with people to see what the problem is 
and so we can fix it.” 

The Long Beach State water polo 
team usually plays games Thursday 
and Friday nights. Nieto said he is try- 
ing to find time conflict resolutions. 

The Collegiate Water Polo Associa- 
tion has leagues throughout the U.S., 
and when the water polo club is ready, 
it plans on playing in the Pacific Coast 


* League, Linsock said. Because water 


polo is a fall sport, Linsock said that the 
club will have to wait until next year. 

“We will try to establish ourselves 
for next year because the finals were 
last weekend; it’s already over,” Lis- 
nock said.

emony for the Naomi Rainey House on 
Nov. 1. Scholarship recipients, CSULB 
President F. King Alexander and Vice 
President for Student Affairs Doug- 
las Robinson were all speakers at the 
event. 

Rainey lived on the second floor of 
Residence Hall building C while she at- 
tended the university in the late 1960s 
and early 1970s. She graduated from 
CSULB in 1972 with a bachelor’s de- 
gree in theater arts and a minor in Afri- 
can American studies. 


Rainey also received two master’s ~ 


degrees, one in education and the other 
in school administration and supervi- 


sion, in 1982. 
Rainey said that she attributes most 


of her success to her experiences at _ 


the university. She also holds several 
teaching credentials. 

“T was honored that they thought 
that much of me for the service and 
support that I’ve provided for the 
school, but humbled because as a 
person, and based on my religious 
background in teaching, we are 
taught to serve not for recognition, 
but because it’s the right thing to 
do,” Rainey said. 

She also said that the university 
provided her with excellent teachers; 
a nurturing, warm environment; and a 
quality, prestigious education.

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WASHINGTON — CIA director 
David Petraeus unexpectedly resigned 
Friday, citing “poor judgment” after 
engaging in an extramarital affair. 

In a statement sent to CIA staff, 


_ Petraeus said he had personally deliv- 


ered a letter of resignation to President 


Obama on Thursday, which was ac- ~ 


cepted Friday. 

“After being married for over 37 years, 
I showed extremely poor judgment by 
engaging in an extramarital affair,’ Pe- 
traeus said. “Such behavior is unaccept- 
able, both as a husband and as the leader- 
of an organization such as ours.” 

Petreaus, who turned 60 this week, 
assumed leadership of America’s fa- 
bled spy service in September 2011, re- 
placing Leon E. Panetta, who became 
secretary of Defense. 

He previously served as top com- 
mander in Afghanistan, head of U.S. 
Central Command, and top command- 
er in Iraq. 

Petraeus’ wife, Holly, is an official 
with the new Consumer Financial Pro- 
tection Bureau. A long-time military 
wife, she was appointed in 2011 as 
head of the agency’s Office of Service- 
member Affairs, which looks out for 
the financial interests of people in the 
armed services. 

White House press secretary Jay 
Carney, who was holding his regular 
press briefing as news of the resigna- 
tion broke, declined to offer any de- 


. tails. But in a statement released later, 


Obama thanked Petraeus for his “‘ex- 
traordinary service.” 

“By any measure, he was one of 
the outstanding general officers of his 
generation, helping our military adapt 
to new challenges, and leading our 
men and women in uniform through 


. aremarkable period of service in Iraq 


and Afghanistan, where he helped our 
nation put those wars on a path to a re- 
sponsible end,” he said. 

“As director of the Central Intel- 
ligence Agency, he has continued to 
serve with characteristic intellectual 
rigor, dedication, and patriotism. By 
any measure, through his lifetime of 
service David Petraeus has made our 
country safer and stronger.”

Obama said he was confident the 
CIA would “continue to thrive and car- 
ry out its essential mission.” 

Michael Morell, the agency’s deputy 
director, will serve as acting director. 

“My thoughts and prayers are with 


Dave and Holly Petraeus, who has 
done so much to help military families 
through her own work. I wish them the 


. very best at this difficult time,” he said. 


James Clapper, director of National 
Intelligence, praised Petraeus’ decades 
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of service to the country “in uniform 
and out.” 

“Of all the exceptional men and wom- 
en I have worked with over the years, 
I can honestly say that Dave Petraeus 
stands out as one of our nation’s great 
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‘David Petraeus resigns as CIA director after admitting affair 
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patriots,” Clapper said in a statement.

photo of a fire engine. He went on to say that “the fire 
engine is not red.” 

The reason for this is because color, or lack of col- 
or, is dependent on the person looking at it. 

Atherton showed comparisons of what a human 
sees in a normal photograph and what a dog sees. 
Dogs only have two cones in their eyes, so a lot of 
color information in the magenta range is lost in their 
vision. ; 

A normal flower looks vastly different in terms of 
color to a bee. Bees see a yellow flower as white with 
red in the center. The red acts as a “landing pad” for 
the bee to gather pollen from. = 

Atherton said the reason bees see flowers that 


way and humans do not is because flowers are not- 


necessary for human survival as they are for bee 
survival. 


He ended the lecture with a segment on color con- ~ 


stancy, a theory developed by Edwin Land. The rea- 
son why a car remains the same color throughout the 
day, despite changes in sunlight, is because of color 
constancy. 

Atherton said the eye builds a colored world around 
it. The eye uses context of everything in front of it to 
judge what color an object is. 


“You will only use wavelengths as a last resort,” he 
said. Otherwise, .the eye will compare colors to make 
judgments. 

Land demonstrated this concept by the Mondrian 
Test, which he named after artist Piet Mondrian be- 
cause the test used his composition paintings. 

Basically, when looking at the painting as a whole, 
one would see all the true colors used on the canvas. 
But when one of the colors is completely isolated, red 
can turn green. 

Atherton was not able to actually demonstrate this 
test but instead presented it in his slideshow. How- 
ever, at the end of his presentation, he did a similar 


demonstration that illustrated the point. 


He took two separate lighted boards, both with 
the same colors, only inverted. Both colors appeared 
identical when seen with black boards with checkered 
holes in front of them. When taking the boards away; 


the two colors appeared drastically different from one’ 


another. 

“Seeing color is all about context,” Atherton said. 
“Every context matters.” 

Atherton’s lecture was the third and final install- 
ment of the Color and Cognition series held at the 
University Art Museum.
